The NC. Duily News correspondent writes 
from Amoy on the 7th October :—. 

Amoy has beea visited by many calamities 
during: this yeur—plague, cholera, drought, 
dengne fever, &c.—but the” climax has come in 
the terrible fire'which devastated the bulk of 
the business portion of the city on Friday last, | 
Outobor 3rd. Oddly enough o small fire began 
about 8.30.01. 00 the island of Kulaugsu ina 
carpenter's yard, but, luckily, this did not 
extened to any othar building, and was extin- 
‘guished in a few houra,, not before destroying 
wood, huwover, to the value of $2,th0, As 
fires ure en uncommon'thing here, everybody 
was moro than astonishod to sea smoke rising 
from the contre of Amoy city very Koon aftar 
the Kulangsu fire had bogus to blaze. It began 
close to one of the priveipul temples of tho city, 
the Koan ‘To Bio, and is raid to have boon caused 
bythe cooks in a cako-shop ovorturning the pan 
ina. free fight, and then throwing lighted 
charcoal about, which of course soon set fire to 
neighbonriny paper and. woodwork. Anyway, 
they little knew the immense dumage that was 
to be done befors the fire they so thonghtlessly 
kindled was put out. For it is calculated that 
some 1,600 houses have been burut, atid that, 
too, in the very best purt of the business section 
of the city, behind the foreiga bongs, Indeod, 
thaso have not altogether escaped, for Messrs. 
Douglas Lapraik & Co., ani Messrs, Jurdine, 
Matheson &: Co., have had their premises 
burnt, while portions of the Chinese Custom 
House, ‘aud other’ adjacent premises Were 
seriously damaged, tho office of our 
local newspaper, the Amoy Gazette, where 
all the local -Expressas are printed, “was 
burnt out, and I feur it will be, some 
time before. the next- issue is printed. It 
would be: imposéiblo to enumerate the. mauy 
important Chinese hongs that were deatroyed, 
nor is it easy to calculate the amount of th» 
damage iu dollars, but nojhing is more evident 
than that Amoy will feel the extent of the 
blow for a good while to come. : 

Unfortunately, it has not: vecurred without 
loss of life, for the Captain of the 8.8, Wenchow, 
Captain Fife, who gallantly, but too carelessly, 
tried to save cortuin hnildings, was caught by 
a felling wall, ond crushed beneath the ruins 
before it was possible to resoué him. He was 
buried in the Amoy Cemetery on Kulangsu 
with: due honours on: Suturday afternoon, 
4th October . l 

‘And it id alroady known ihat a good muny 
Chinese, both women: and men, have perishod, 
some from inability to get away, others from 
being tuo ventaresome in searching among the
